Sta-oleton,  American  Consul  at 
Sydney,  Australia.     Of  that  anount,  it  was  estimated  that  between  400,000 
and  500,000  cases  v'ould  be  marketed  in  Tasmania,  lea^^ing  a  balance  of 
4,000,000  cases  for  shipment  to  the  nainlond  of  Australia  ar.d  for  erccort. 

It  seems  likely  that  tho  surnlus  available  for  shi-nment  from  Tas- 
mania this  year  will  be  divided  about  eoually  between  interstate  and  over- 
sea markets,  states  lir.  Sta^-)leston.    The  quantities  of  Tasraanian  epnlcs 
exported  to  foreign  markets  and  shvroed  to  the  mainland  durin.-^  the  past 
five  seasons,  together  with  the  average  net  prices  at  Hobart  -or  ship- 
ments on  consignment     -.x-e  given  in  the  following  tabulation.
